NOONAN’S ONLY WITNESS IS NOW DEAD. 


St. Louis’ Mayor Explains How He Handled 
the Johnstown Flood Fund. 

Sr. Louis, Mc., May 18.—[ Special.] Mayor 
Noonan is not all alarmed at the threat of his 
enemies to bring impeachment proceedings 
against him for alleged misappropriation of 
the Johnstown flood fund. Today he made a 
statement of how he handled the funds. The 
sum of $5,000 was raised by a concert given by 
the German singing societies of the city, who 
came to him and asked him to go to Johns- 
town and personally distribute the fund. This 
he consented to do, taking with him Nugent 
Reimler, a member of one of the societies, to 
Reimler now dead.

Of Russian Parentage. 
Queen Natalie is the daughter of a Russian, 
Col. Von Kechko, and Princess Stourdza. who 
possessed large estates in Bessarabia, and left 
to their three children great wealth. When 
Natalie von Kechko married Prince Milan, in 
1875, she was only 16 years old and endowed 
with great beauty, enhanced by fascinating 
manners and a good heart—qualities which 
were much appreciated by her subjects when 
she became their Queen in 1882. She cer 
tainly lent new luster to the court at Bel- 
grade, and by her superior intelligence took 
the lead in Servian politics: The first cause 
of discord between King Milan and his con- 
sort was of a strictly private nature and had 
nothing to do with politics, although Queen 
Natalie never denied her predilection for 
Russia, while her husband leaned towards 
Austria. Russia was not loath to make po- 
litical capital of the dissensions between the 
royal couple, and openly sided with the Queen. 
The Emperor Alexander offered her Livadia 
Castle, in the Crimea, as a residence, and 
placed a man-of-war at her disposal to remove 
thence with the Crown Prince Alexander, then 
11 years old. Several attempts at reconcilia- 
tion subsequently failed, and Queen Natalie 
still lives separated from her husband.

A Notable Exploit, 
The manner in which Queen Natalie was 
able to check and mysteriously arrest the on- 
ward march of the victorioys Bulgarian army 
on Belgrade in 1885 reads almost like the Old 
Testament story. of Judith and Holofernes. 
It was the Queen herself who had egged on 
the war which her coward husband was moved 
to declare against Bulgaria. Russia, confi- 
dent of the Servian success, was naturally 
willing to see Prince Alexander (one of the 
Battenburgs) destroyed. Contrary, however, 
to everybody’s expectation the Bulgarians 
were victorious and the invadmmg Servians 
were in full retreat, when suddenly there rode 
into the camp of Alexander an Austrian of 
high rank who verbally informed the Prince 
that if he continued his march on Belgrade an 
Austrian army would enter that city at his 
heels. A hint from such a source was enough. 
Accordingly Prince Alexander -brought his 
victorious army to a halt and withhrew from 
Servian territory, creating thereby the most 
intense surprise. The agent who was able to 
effect this was the handsome Count Rudolph 
von Khevenhuller, Austrian Ambassador at 
Belgrade, with whom the fascinating Queen 
was known to sustain the moat intimate rela- 
tions. ;

TRIED TO ASSASSINAITE A CONDUCTOR. 


Two Bullets Fired Into a Northwestern 
Train—Locked Out Switchmen Suspected, 
Mritwavuxer, Wis., May 18.—[Special.]— 

While there is no direct clew to the guilty one, 

suspicion rests upon the locked-out switch- 

men for an attempt to assassinate James 

O’Brien, a freight conductor on the North- 

western road, O Brien left the National Av- 

enue Depot with a special freight train bound 
for Chicago at 8:30 o’clock last night, In the 
cab ode were Conductor O’Brien and a brake- 
man. Just after the train had gotten under 

headway afier crossing Kinnikinnick River a 

bullet crashed through one of the windows 

and lodged in the woodwork on the other side 
of the caboose. Almost immediately another 
shot was fired, breaking another window, The 
first bullet passed close to O’Brien’s head and 
it evidently was intended for him.

COLLAPSE OF THE EMMA JUCH COMPANY. 


The Members Compelled to Pay $10 Apiece 
to Get Out of St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 18.—[Special.]—The 
Juch opera company left for New York this 
morning in a badly dilapidated condition, 
leaving its impedimenta, in the shape of bag- 
gage, scenery, costumes, etc., in the hands of 
the enemy—nantély: the constables. Locke's

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MUST USE ITS CANVAS. 


THE ESMERALDA WILL HAVE TO SAIL 
BACK TO CHILE. 


Futile Efforts of Its Officefs to Secure Coal 
at Acapulco aud Other Pointse—It Ex- 
pected to Fill Its Bunkers from the Pa- 
cific Mall Company’s Supply, but Was 
Disappointed Badly—Movements of the 
Charleston, : 


Wasuixeton, D. C., May 18.—[Special. |— 
Important dispatches received from the 
United States Consul at Acapulco late this 
afternoon state that the insurgent steamer 
Esmeralda is a con-combatant because of its 
‘inability to get coal. It may remain at an- 
chor in the harbor a reasonable time and ob- 
tain provisions, but the Mexican authorities are 
rigidly en foremg their neutrality laws by re- 
fusing it the privilege of coaling. This action 
has been looked for and was probably antici- 
pated by the insurgents, who placed their main 
reliance on the readiness of the Patific Mail 
company to supply them with coal. This 
company has a coaling station with 18,000 tons 
of coal available and the Esmeraida has 
sought in vain to obtain the 600 tons which it 
can carry. Some positive instructions as to 
the attitude of the United States were trans- 
mitted to the Consul at Acapulco and through 
him made known to the officials of the Pacific 
Mail. The result was that the company ro- 
fused to supply the man-of.war at 
any price, It might be able to do so without 
violating law or international but while 
seeking a subsidy from the Uni States it 
would hardly care to offend its patron. 

Its ret to supply the Esmeralda was 
made known by dispatches from the Consul 
this afternoon along with other information 
about the insurgent steamer, The possibility 
of a fight between the Charleston and the Es- 
meralda therefore ceases. The Charleston 
may now continue its search for the Itata 
without the Esmeralda being able to give the 
fugitive vessel any aid. insurgent man- 
of-war will hardly put to sea with the idea of 
reaching Panama or some port outside of 
Mexico under sail. It can do no maneuvering 
from a naval pomt of view that will aid the 
Itata. It is believed at the Navy Department 
that the fugitive is also in distress, and the 
news received through the State Department 
tends to confirm this view. 

This afternoon the Navy Department re- 
ceived confirmation of the press dis to 
the effect that the Charleston sailed south- 
ward from Acapuico last evening, leaving the 
Esmeralda in port. There was no word of the 
Itata. The presumption is that the Charles- 
ton’s commander was satisfied the Itata had 
passed Acapuico either before he arrived there 
or while he lay in port, and that he has re- 
sumed the long chase. It is estimated the 
Itata has been steaming along at about seven 
knots, and as it was ten days out last Friday 
night it should at that time have been just off 
Acapulco, where it is reported from that place 
that it met the Esmeralda. As it is a much 
smaller vessel than the Esmeralda and burns 
much less coal, it is regarded as within the 
probabilities that the latter vessel might have 
supplied it with this necessary article, which 
would account for the strait the war- 
ante is now in respecting a further supply of 
coal, If it be true the Itata was off Acapulco 
Friday night it had two full“days’ start of 
the Charleston when the latter started again 
in pursuit last night. This is about the same 
lead it had when it started from San Diego, 
so it does not appear the chase is any nearer 
conclusion. But if the two vessels now follow 
the same course, the Charleston, steaming at 
fourteen knots, would come up with the Itata 
before tomorrow night. This event of course 
ig upon the supposition, which is not 
founded on a strong probability, that the two 
vesseis are steering exactly the same course. 
If the Charleston passes the Itata the next 

rt where they are likely to be heard from 
is Panama, about 1,200 miles from Acapulco, 
or Payta, Peru, still further down the coast. 
As it is the vessels have probably covered less 
than half the distance to I ;uiqui, the nearest 
Chilean port.

MAYOR SOMERS’ CHARGES SUSTAINED. 


Milwaukee’s Board of Public Works De- 
clared Gullty of Illegal Practices, 

Mriwavuxzg, Wis., May 18.—[Special. ]—The 
special committee that investigated Mayor 
Somers’ charges against the Board of Pub- 
lic Works in a lengthy report submitted to 
the Common Council tonight recommended 
the impeachment of Commissioner Dunck 
and the censure of Commissioners Traeu- 
mer and O'Connor. After reviewing 
at length the testimony the commit- 
tee said the Mayor’s charges have 
been proved and substantiated. Commissioner 
Dunck, they say, has been guilty of repeated 
violations of the provisions of the city charter 
relating to the making of contracts and pur- 
chase of material, and he has acce 
and received benefits and gratuities from 
with whom he was dealing in his official capac- 
ity and of whom he was making purchases 
in behalf of the city. 

The committee recommends that Dunck be 
brought before the bar of the council: that he 
be severely censured, and that he be removed 
from office. 


Commissioners Traeumer and O'Connor are 
found guilty of technical violations of 
law, but it is recommended that they only be 
censured. The committee,exonerates Mayor 
Somers from the counterchar of Com- 
missioner Dunck and says: Instead of de- 
serving censure we commend him for his 
fearless and upright course in moving this in- 
vestigation, firmly believing that in so domg 
he has been actuated by no personal motives. 
but has been impelled by a desire to correc, 
wrong practices and improve the public inter- 
sts.

‘ While preaching the need of a deep channel 
for Desplaines’ storm waters, Mr. Cooley 
says not a word about the fact that the law as 
it stands requires this district to pour 600,000 
cubic feet of lake water a minute into that 
deep channel. Since he ignores that fact he 
of course fails to tell how that quantity of 
water is to be furnished from the lake, He 
dodges also the question where his 200 feet 
wide and 25 feet deep channel is to begin. 
He says it must be 200 feet wide in the clay 
and-165 feet wide in the rock and 25 feet deep 
between ‘here’ and Lockport.“ Where is 
„here? Is it at Bridgeport? If so, how is 
a 250,000 feet river channel to be supplied with 
600,000 cubic feet of lake water? Does his 
“here mean at the river mouth? If so the 
river and South Branch will have to be given 
a width of 200 feet and a depth ot 25 feet. 
That means the shearing off of costly land 
and buildings on both sides for five miles at 
an expenditure of fifty to sixty millions for 
work, damages, bridges, and deep docking. 
There will be no special benefits as offsets to 
cover even a part of the monstrous cost. A 
man claiming to be an engineer should be a 
little more definite in the location of his start- 
ing point than here.“ Mr. Cooley does not 
come within five miles of it. 

Mr. Cooley, like Martha, is troubled about 
many things —about storm waters, which 
will take care of themselves; about the ship- 
ping interests of Chicago, which are none of 
his concern; and about the navigation ques- 
tion,” with which the Ganitary District 
Trustees have nothing todo.

The “tinplate boomers are getting them- 
selves into as deep a hole as theayool tariffites.

THE FERTILE FARM LANDS OF CANADA. 
The Seotch-Irish convention at Louisville 
has come and gone, having adjourned sine 
die Saturday last. One of the addresses was 
made by the Rev. Dr. Atcheson of Toronto. 
Among other things he said: 

The genius of the American people is seen in 
fusing these States into one strong, abiding, and 
3 nation. So in like manner will 
Canada develop, Even suppose we lay aside one- 
half of its territory, covered, as some say, with 
rock and ice and snow, there still remain 1.175, 
000 square miles of fertile land. This area is as 
large ar thirty-six of the principal States of this 
great repablic, I merely state this, not to narrow. 
down or deprecate the extent of territory of the 
United tes, but to show by comparison the 
possibilities of my country. Canada, as Lord 
Dufferin pays, is a coy maiden and does no doubt 
cast a shy glance at ite rich bachelor neighbor to 
the south. Canada is in the full expectation of 
youth, buoyant and hearty, with plenty of 
ground to sport upon. Canada has no doubt of its 
future and does not stagger at its difficulties or 
falter because of unbelief. 


The area of Canada’s fertile land, which he 
estimates at 1,175,000 square miles, is a gross 
exaggeration, as will be shown by a simple 
comparison, The entire area of all the States 
east of the Mississippi is barely 900,000 square 
miles. Lock at the map, starting at New 
Orieans and following up the Father of 
Waters to Duluth; the whole sweep of terri- 
tory east to the ocean, occupied by nearly 50 
millions of people, has 275,000 square miles 
‘less than the area Mr. Atcheson claims for 
Canada as fertile land. 

The naked truth 1s that the farming land of 
the whole Dominion; good, bad, and indiffer- 
ent, on which crops are not prevented from 
maturing by frosts or drought is less than 
half a million square miles. This is still a 
wide acreage, but it is only two acres for 
every five claimed by the optimistic Atche- 
sonof Toronto. And Torontoitself is situated 
in the heart of the best block of Canadian 
farm land, and because of that fact the 
Province of Ontario is well populated and 
fairly prosperous. It is the Empire State of 
the Dominion and always will be, as it pos- 
sesses the greatest capability of supporting 
human life. The farming land east of On- 
tario is neither good nor plentiful. 

The ¢rop-producing capacity of the vast 
plains west of Winnipeg has been enor- 
mously exaggerated by the Canadian Pacific 
and other .land-speculating boomers, Every 
mile north of the American line, or latitude 
49, increases thé chances of early and late 
frosts destroying the crops; and every mile 
west of the Red River and Lake Winnipeg 
decreases the rainfall in the growing season 
and increases the drought affliction. Thus, as 
the Manitoba farmer goes northward he in- 
creases the chance of having his crops nipped 
and ruined by frost, and as he goes west the 
rainfall decreases and drought kills the crops 
on which he depends for a living. 

These are the reasons the output of wheat, 
oats, and barley west and north of Winnipeg 
has been so small and disappointing. A dozen 
years ago it was wildly asserted that bonanza 
farms like those in the Red River Valley 
could be established all along the Canadian 
Pacific westward for 1,000 miles to the foot- 
hills of the Rockies and for 200 to 500 miles 
north of the line of ‘the road, and that surplus 
wheat enough could easily grown every 
season on these wide plains tq supply Great 
Britain with all the breadstuffs the island 
could consume, which a few years’ experience 
has shown to be utterly iinpeasible for cli- 
matic causes. 

Beyond the Rockies and the Pacific slope 
Columbia has comparatively! little arable 
farm land, and it has produped little or no 
surplus farm products thus far. East of On- 
tarlo there is but little good, productive 
farm land, and that little is negrly all in occu- 
pancy. From longitude 80, or the Georgian 
Bay, north of Lake Superior and west to Win- 
nipeg, at longitude 98, there is a 1,000-mile 
stretch’ of cold, dreary swamp and barren 
country, growing little but stunted softwood 
trees. Farming is out of the question in that 
inhospitable region, though it is claimed to 
possess valuable minerals, yet oem or 
developed, N 
All the land which can be fa ed and will 
produce erops with any hability will 
fail much short of half amillion square miles; 
and the proof of it is seen in the comparatively 


occupancy of over two centuri 
which under British rule. Sti 
natural resources enough, whieh, if aroused, 
spread out, and developed by ftee commercial 
intereourse with the great republic, would 
soon treble her wealth and double her popula- 
tion. But so long as she remains in the cold 
shade of this country her progress will be at a 
snail’s pace.

These financial arrangements for the aid 
of farmers may seem petty to Americans, 
but the writer, M. Durand, says they are 
better than those existing in most continental 
countries, The truth is that farming in most 
continental areas in Europe, if carried on by 
small cultivators, is done with a frugality and 
on a margin so narrow that few farmers in 
the United States would be willing to under- 
take it, and it is hard for them to understand 
how much superior is their condition to that 
Switzerland, and Germany. 
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HOW WOOL-GROWERS HAVE BEEN HURT 
BY BLUNDERERS. 

The flood of importations of foreign wools, 
which began to set in last December after the 
McKinley bill went into force, is rising higher 
and higher. The following table shows in 
pounds the imports of wools of the first class 
for the first three months of this year and also 
of 1890:

Although the duty on this class of wools 
was raised very considerably and a more rigid 
classification ordered, so as tokeep them out 
altogether or seriously check their importa- 
tion and thereby force up the price of domes- 
tic wool, the imports have increased more 
than threefold. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last sixteen and a half million pounds 
of clothing wool were brought into the coun- 
try. Butin three months of the McKinley 
tariff the imports rise to nearly thirteen mill- 
ions. During this year the total will not be 
far from sixty million pounds. 

This remarkable increase grows out of the 
fact that the manufacturers of cloths found out 
soon after the McKinley till went into force 
that buying a handsome Australian wool which 
costs 20 cents, or, with the duty, 32 cents, and 
mixing if*with the coarser Territorial wools 
of the arid regions of the West or with the 
imported carpet wools they could do without 
the Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Michigan fleeces, 
which had been costing up to50 cents a pound, 
and turn outa fabric which, as far as looks went, 
was as good as anything they had been mak- 
ing from American wool, —

In this man- 
ner they have sold thousands of copies and the 
buyers at the same time, and they will continue 
to do so unless an ordinance ‘is passed to 
suppress them as it would suppress any other 
swindlers, for it seems to be impossible to put the 
publio on its guard against their devices. The 
loss of a nickel by the individual who buys does 
not count for much, but it is none the less an ob- 
taining of money by false pretenses, and as bare- 
faced and audacious a swindle as that practiced 
by the thimble-rigger or the threecard monte 
man; but the imposing of startling lies on the peo- 
ple for the truth is a serious nuisance committed 
on them, 
The particular instance of ü practiced 
by these rascals last Sunday was unusually beart- 
less and shamefui, and shows that they will stop 
at nothing, however infamous it may be, to sell 
their fake sheet. As it is not entered at the post- 
office, of course the Federal authorities cannot 
interfere with the impositions it practices. Ali the 
more necessary is it that the municipal authori- 
ties should do so. The public should be protected 
against these manufactured hes, for in no in- 
stance has there been any foundation or even ru- 
mor to warrant them. The Corporation Counsel 
should draft an ordinance to cover the offense 
and the Council should pass it at once, and the 
police can do the rest of the work by running in 
those responsible for it and by silencing the loud- 
mouthed street-corner brawlers employed by them 
to “sell” the public, 


Minnie Blows Her Trumpet, 

The City of Minneapolis has induced the New 
York World to violate the New York Herald's 
famous axiom not to print advertisements as 
reading matter. 

Minno’s advertisement is not without its humor- 
ous side. A portion of the ad isa map of the 
United States with a line drawn diagonally 
across the country, one end of which is at San 
Diego and the other at the 800,“ to inform the 
public of the area which is monopolized by Minne, 
and, of course, showing the overwhelming ad 
vantage which she hasover Chicago. It is sad to 
observe that she leaves little or nothing for St. 
Paul tosubsist on, and still less to Duluth, her 
nearest water outlet. She sweeps the trade of 
one-third of the area of the whoie United States 
into her lap. The only modesty the young lady 
shows is in not taking in Alaska. She begins at 
the 800.“ sweeps in the whole Pacific coast 
down to San Diego; she gobbles up all the freight 
of the Northern Pacific and the Union Pacific 
from Omaha, everything on the other branch of 
the Union Pacific from Kansas City, all of Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Montana, Utah, Arizona, Ne- 
braska, and the Dakotas, the half of Kansas, and 
most of lowa and Wisconsin, concentrating all 
the trade and resources of this million square 
miles of area at the Falls of St. Anthony. Poor 
Kansas City is totally eclipsed, and Omaha also; 
and St. Louis is not left a ten-acre lot for pastur- 
age. As to Chicago, sho is allowed the southeast- 
ern corner of Iowa and the towns of Illinois and 
Oconomowoe and Geneva Lake and Oshkosh in 
Wisconsin. We submit that while this is tough on 
St. Louis, Chicago, Kansas City, and Omaha, it isa 
„gquelcher on her twin Paul and brother Du- 
luth. In the case of Paul, he had better embrace 
Minne at once and take her for better if he don’t 
want to starve.

THE WHITE SQUADRON AT HAYTL 


Arrival of Rear-Admiral Gherardi and His 
Flagship—President Hippolyte’s Perfidy. 
Nzw Yorx, May 17.—The United States flag- 

ship Philadelphia, bearing the blue pennant 

of Rear-Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, steamed 
up through the Narrows yesterday afternoon 

and came to anchor off Tompskinville, S. I. 

. The Philadelphia sailed from this port last 
January for the well-understood purpose of 
negotiating a treaty with President Hippolyte 
of Hayti for a cession of Mole St. Nicholas for 
a coaling station. Rear-Admiral Gherardi, 
whose vessels formed a squadron of observa- 
tion in Hayti during the revolution which un- 
seatea Légitime and placed Hippolyte in 
power, was selected to conduct the negotia- 
tions. The history of his ineffectual attempt 
to make the perfidious ruler of Hayti fulfill 
the promises made by him while he was strug- 
gling for the Presidency will perhaps remain 
a secret of the State Department. 

When asked his opinion as to whether the 
United States would ever succeed in obtain 
a coaling station in Hayti the Admiral smiled 
and suggested that the inquiry be directed to 
some one in that land. He thought the day 
was not far distant when another revolution 
would take place another turn of the 
wheel of fortune would reverse the present 
position of that government and send Hip- 
polyte treading along the path of his predeces- 
sors. 

The country, he said, was in a very unset- 
tled condition, and war was liable to break 
out at any moment. The President had be- 
come very unpopular of late, he said, and had 
quarreled with his stanchest supporters. The 
northern portion of the island, which placed 
him in power, had become estranged from 
him, and, in fact, he possessed few friends 
anywhere. When asked if, as reported, the 
presence of the white squadron was the cause 
of Hippolyte’s flat refusal to cede the Mole, 
the Admiral said that Hippolyte could an- 
swer that question much better than he could. 

Concerning the visit of the white squadron 
to Port au Prince, while the negotiations were 
pending, the Philadelphia’s officers tell inter- 
esting stories. ‘The presence of Admiral Ghe- 
rardi’s flagship in the harbor was well under- 
stood by all the inhabitants, and their semi- 
barbaric minds saw in it a threat of violence. 
When the white squadron of Admiral Walker 
made its appearance, the report spread like 
wildfire through the city that the Amencans 
were going to bombard it. Many took to the 
woods, where they remained during the pres- 
ence of the vessels. Hippolyte made it con- 
venient to be absent, the negotiations 
were conducted by Minister Firmin, who, by 
long odds, is the brain of the government, 
His demand of Admiral Gherardi to produce 
credentials showing that he was authorized to 
treat for the cession of the Mole was the 
cause of Admiral Walker's visit. 

It is said that when the latter arrived in the 
harbor he immediately visited Admiral Ghe- 
rardi and handed him credentials from the 
President appointing him Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and conferring full power to conduct the 
negotiations. This relegated Minister „ 
lass to second place and he was immediately 
sent for and informed of the fact. Minister 
Firmin was next communicated with and 
there is reason to believe that the Admiral 
demanded from him an instant answer as to 
whether the promises of Hayti would be ful

SEVENTY-FIVE COMPLAINTS READY. 


The Health Department After the Smoke 
Offenders. 

“What are we doing about the smoke nui- 
sance?”’ responded’ Health Commissioner 
Ware yesterday. “Everything we ‘can do, 
and we are doing it just as rapidly, too, as 
possible. Mr. George, the Smoke Inspector, 
has, I should say, seventy-five complaints 
ready for presentation to the Law Depart- 
ment. They will go up-stairs today. I have 
conferred with the Law Department upon the 
subject and it has promised me to employ all 
the machinery of the department to prosecute 
the offenders. I have asked to be summoned 
myself as a witness in several cases I person- 


“I believe we have sufficient law to abate 
the nuisance, and I believe it can be abated. 
There is courage enough in this department 
and the Law Department to enforce the ordi- 
nances if we can find a Justice who will not 
revoke the fines where convictions are secured. 
I am determined to stop this smoke nuisance 
as di by the ordinance, and the sooner 
the offenders understand it the better for all 
concerned. I — Aa to secure the heaviest 
fines possible and have them collected. 

It is time to determine whether the city 
can control the offenders. or whether the 
offenders can control the city. It is one or 
the other. The ordinances must be obeyed or 
the reason for their repeated violations ascer- 
tained. Mr. George has been instructed to 
arrest the engineers of the city school build- 
ings or any other city or county buildings 
where thesmoke ordinances are being violated. 
I do not propose to have private individuals 
come in here and attempt to justify their acts 
by saying the city had better stop violating 
the ordinauces. I construe the ordinances to 
apply to these institutions as weil as private 
or corporate institutions; at least, we shall 
have a judicial construction of the ordinances 
as applied to these institutions. 

ag North Side power-hoùse? The author- 
ities of the North Side railway company have 
been notified to stop belching forth the vol- 
ume of ‘smoke and scot as described 
in today’s Trisunz, and if it is 
not done immedi we will proceed 
i them precisely in the same manner 
and with the same vigor as in all other cases.

sition they will form the extetior of a lar 
room in which other products of the parks 
will be displayed, entrdnce being obtained 
to the exhibit 225 a door cut 
out of the solid lumber, This giant 
specimen of the forest will be thirty-two feet 
in height, placed on end in the rotunda of the 
building,.erid will doubtless attract as much 
attention as did the famous tTed-wood table 
sawed froin a single plank at the Paris Expo- 
sition.

Many of the Scandalous Charges of the 
Prosecution Readily Disproved—The

HE BELIEVES MR. SLAINE WILL RUN. 


United States Senator Hansbrough Waves 
the Knight’s Plume Vigorously, 

Wasnmorox, D. C., May 16.—[{Minneapolis 
Journal.] — Senator Hansbrough in cou versa- 
tion with the Journal correspondent this 
morning let drop a few remarks which indi- 
cate that he has assurances from headquarters 
that Blaine is by no means out of the Presi- 
dential race next year. It comes from a 
pretty authentic source, too, that Hansbrough 
will be an active Blaine worker in the West 
during the next year. Hansbrough is the 
North Dakota member of the National Re- 
publican Campaign committee, and if he 
agrees to bring a Blaine delegation to the next 
convention from North Dakota no one here 
fears that he cannot deliver his 

Senator Hansbrough has spent the last 
month in New York City. He has had daily 
conferences. with the leaders and with Repub- 
lican politicians of the country. The result 
of these conferences, it is claimed, has con- 
vinced those who participated in them that 
Blaine would accept the Presidential nomina- 
tion. Some intelligent figuring on delega- 
tions at these conferences reveals the fact that 
Blaine can have every State delegation west of 
the Mississippi if he wants them, and he can 
have New York. 

Boss Platt is ready to come in out of the 
wet at an opportune moment. The fact is 
that Platt has found a strong undercurrent of 
sentiment among Republicans in the Empire 
State in favor of Blaine, and he has admitted 
this much to the politicians, He is 
clever enough not to show his hand at 
this time, as he is now serving an eng 
as „ pee distributor for the admiuis- 
tration. e is waiting now for Blaine to hold 
out the olive branch to him. If Blaine makes 
this peace offering Platt is won over. The 
truth is that Platt will fall into line, anyhow, 
when he finds that the Plumed Knight cannot 
be stopped. It appears that Clarkson, State 
Senator Fassett, Tim Byrnes, and other stal- 
wart young Republicans have been among 
those who have carefully scanned the situa- 
tion in New York. If their real sentiments 
could be published it would be shown that but 
few of them have any idea that Harrison will 
be renominated unless Blaine will not accept. 


Dana’s View of the President’s Tour. 

New York Sun (Dem.): President Harrison 
ended Friday his trip across the continent, hav- 
ing passed through, successively, Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, California, Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Utah.

TO ADOPT CAPT. MARSHALL’S PLAN. 


How the War Department Will Dispose of 
the Canal Street Bridge Matter. 

Wasnineron, D. C., May 18.—[Special.]— 
“Tt is not likely, said Assistant Secretary 
Grant at the War Department today, “ that 
it will be necessary to send a board of en- 
gineers to Chicago to examine and report upon 
the condition of the Canal street bridge, Ex- 
amination of the papers now in the War De- 
partments show thatacareful inspection of the 
bridge and its approaches was made by Capt. 
Marshall and his recommendations in the 
matter are likely to be adopted by the War 
De ment.“ i 

nquiry of Gen. Casey, chief of the en- 
ineer corps of the army, showed that last 
ebruary Capt. Marshall made a thorough 
investigation of this matter in the course of 
which 4 great deal of testimony pro and con 
was taken. Asa result of his examination he 
recommended that the center pier of the 
bridge be removed as it would undoubtedly 
be an obstruction to the free navigation of the 
South Branch of the Chicago River and cited 
numerous statutes to support this position. 
Furthermore, he suggested that the brid 
company be allowed two and a half mont 
in which to remove the obstruction com- 
plained of in the center of the river. 

“All that remains to be done now,” re- 
marked Gen Casey when questioned about the 
matter, is to adopt Capt. Marshall’s sug- 
gestion and serve notice upon the bridge com- 
pany to remove the pier. This will give the 
company until about August unless it should 
be decided to go into court, and no one can 
predict what the outtome would be. There 
might be found another Judge like Judge 
Shiras, who would decide against the jurisdic- 
tion of the War Department on ground 
that Con has no right to delegate its au- 
thority over navigable waters of the United 
States. 


‘RECIPROCITY WITH PERU. 


Negotiations for a Treaty About to Be En- 
tered Into. 

Wasninetor. D. C., May 18,—[Special. ]— 
Mr. Solar, the new Peruvian Minister, is here 
and will goon present his credentials to the 
State Départment and be himself presented to 
the President. If Secretary Blaine is able to 
come over from New York the negotiations 
for a reciprocity arrangement will be entered 
on at once. Peru wants to revive the exten- 
sive sugar plantations which were ruined dur- 
ing the war with Chile, and to do this it must 
be sure of a free market in the United States. 
In return for this it is able to make conces- 
sions on the importation of American bread- 
stuffs, provisions, lard, machinery, and various 
other articles. There seems to be little doubt 
that the arrangement which Minister Solar 
wants to make with the United States can be 
brought about, 

Mr. Michael P. Grace, who organized the 
syndicate which assumed the Peruvian na- 
tional deht, is also here, and with him is Mr. 
Eyre, the representative of the Gracesin Peru. 
Mr. Eyre is fresh from South America, They 
are both interested in reciprocity and are in 
consultation with Minister Solar. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Ward Lamon Entitied to Much Money but 
He May Not Get It. : 

Wasuinoton, D C., May 18.—[{Special. }—Ward 
Lamon is going to have a big slice of money if he 
can find means of collecting it. By a decision of 
thé Cour’ M Claims today he is entitled to about 
$150,000 as his share of what is known as the 
Choctaw award, Lamon was one of the original 
attorneys of the claim, which ultimately went 
into the hands of a lawyer named McKee. When 
Congress allowed the claim McKee got about 
$800,000 as his- fee and evaded an order of the 
court which required him to stay and divide with

RUSSIA’S MOVE ON THE JEWS, 


Belgium’s Troubles—Scotiand Wants the 
Deer Parks Restored to the Farmers. 
Loxpox, May 16.—[ Special to the New 
York Times.]—We are still sitting, as it were, 
in the dark waiting for the curtain to be lifted 
upon the strange drama now being arranged 
behind the sbenes, on Which the finances of 


the world and the peace of Europe are made 


to depend—upon the treatment meted out 
by a barbarous peasantry in remote Eastern 
lands to scarcely more civilized Jewish ghet- 
tos. Wesee dimly that there is an intimate 
connection between the raid 
shops in the Ionian Islands and expulsion 
of Hebrew artisans on the one hand and the 
spectacular withdrawal of coin from the gold 
centers of Christendom, which has seriously 
— every market and exchange in the 
world. 

The whole thing, in truth, is involved in such 
obscurity and contains such a bewildering 
tangle of clashing interests subterranean 
intrigues by hostile forces, as commanding in 
importance as they are dangerous in subtlety 
that public opinion resigns itself to perplexed 
suspense. All that we know is that a titanic 
trial of strength has been begun, which may 
be confined to the phenomena of tight money 
and the wholesale Jewish expulsions that now 
continue to be its visiblesymptoms, and again 
it may break torth in tremendous armed con- 
vulsions with little more warning than we al- 
ready have. 

One point at least seems clear. We are only 
at the beginning of the excitement which the 
Jewish question is destined to create. Duri 
the year the Greek Government hae exerci 
such a sweeping censorship at Athens, alike 
over telegrams and private letters from Corfu, 
that the news emanating from that capital is 
worth next to nothing; but from Brindisi, 
Venice, Trieste, and other Adriatic ports we 
get information showing it is a matter of 
common knowledge among the merchants of 
that whole section that the outburst of Jew 
baiting in the Ionian Islandsis the result of 
systematic agitation by Russian emissaries. 

The Greek Government issues telegrams 
praising its own promptness in dispatching 
troops and artillery to 8 the disturb- 
ance and severely punish ringleaders, but 
dispatches from other sources say troops 
openly exhibit sympathy with the Jew-bait- 
ers, and that the persecutions will be worse 
before they are better. As fot Russia, all the 
latest news is of the extension of the edicts of 
expulsion to numerous districts hitherto un- 
mentioned, and fresh cruelties and hardships 


are involved everywhere in the merciless en- 


forcement of these dark-age decrees. 

During the last few years a very close inti- 
maey has sprung up between the trades union 
leaders here and the heads of the Belgian labor 
agitation, with the result that London gets to 
know a good deal more about Belgian affairs 
than apparantly either Paris or Berlin hears. 
It is — r sympathizers * * re- 
sponsible for strange story that Ki 
Leopold, whose health i» failing and whe b 
deeply depressed by the death of. his nephew 
and heir, Baudouin, has wearied utterly of his 
trying position as mediator in the ceaseless 
strife between grasping employers and em- 
bittered laborers, and has asked Emperor 
William to come to his assistance and take the 
task off his tired hands. :
